The amendment to each of claims 6 and 7 was made to make clear that the claims refer to the anionic group on the 
surface of the pigment and not the anionic group of the polymerizable surface active agent. Support for such 
amendment is found on page 38, line 1 9-page 39, line 1 1 , page 43, first full paragraph, and page 44, first full 
paragraph of the present specification. 

The amendment to each of claims 13 and 14 was made to make clear that each claim requires cationically 
polymerizable surface active agent and anionically polymerizable surface active agent and that the hydrophilic 
monomer is optional. It is noted that such amendment is consistent with applicants' amendments to each of claims 1 , 
2, 11, and 12. 

The further amendment to claim 6 is made to correct a minor grammatical error.
